Phe ge saloak formation of Plumas 

eounty presents the two grand divisions, 

notices Bo aiicoal ports of the State, 
the slate and the granite. In both of 
‘ these, uar 1 veins exist, while the pres- 

“ence o ets pravel in the soil, and 
volcanic evidences, prove that Plumas, 

“Wike the rest of the Mountain counties, 

‘has been subject to’ great convulsions 

“and changes. The beds of old streams 
lie under. our highest mountains ; and 
the immense amount of smooth, round 
pebbles aud boulders elearly indicate the 
lengthened action and attrition of water 
at some remote period. 

In every sectiop of the county, metal: 


iferous quartz ‘véins are to be found, 


opoth in the slate and granite. But little 
however, has beeti done of a scientific 
‘eliaracter, t6 prospect, or test their val- 
“je, save'in a few isolated points : Eure- 
ka, Gold Lake, Crescent Mills, at Indian 
‘Valley ; Round Valley, Genesee, and at 
Argentine. 4 . 
The Eureka District, including the Eu- 
réka, Mammoth, Washington, Gold 
Mountain, Elizabeth, and other compa- 


nies, has been more thoroughly. prospec- 


ted, than‘any other section of the county, 
for quartz, The Eareka and Mammoth 
@ompanies have been working their 
‘ledges for ten or twelve years, and large 


-dividends have been declared. The oth- 


‘er-edmpanies have not been working for 


‘g@ numberof years, and failed at the very 


outset, from lack of jndgment, perhaps, 
as much as anything else. Large amounts 
were expended in procuring machinery, 
“and preparing to work their claims, but 
they never were practically in operation 
for crashing. The high price of labor, 
the immense expenditures necessary to 
commence, wearied the locators, deple- 
‘ted their pockets in the shape of assess- 
ments, and to-day, there are hundreds. in 
“the county, who declare that there is no 
money to be made in quartz mining, 
having received a severe lesson in ’52, on 
the subject. The property of these com- 
panies has been gradually absorbed by 
capitalists, until but few of the original 
owners have any interest in those mines. 
The range of the quartz at Eureka, 
leads us to suppose that the veins at 
Gold Lake and Round V’y, are the same 
strata; at anyrate, “their general 
cousre and dips arethe same.
